Military Clauses of 
Trianon Treaty Abrogated 
by Little Entente 

BLED, Jugoalavia (API—The 
Little Entente awept away the 
military claUaea of a Great War 
treaty today ai^ gave Hungary 
the right to rearm "In the Inter- 
eata of peace." 

The three nationa — Clecho 
alovakla, Roumanla and Jugo- 
llavakla—agreed In a three-day 
conference to abrogate arma re- 
atrictiona In the Trianon Treaty 
and grant military equality to 
Hungary. , 

The action followed a almllar 
move by the ^Balkan Entente, 
which Includea Roumanla and 
Jugoalavia. on July 30 wiping 
out military clauaea of the 
Treaty of Neuilly which limited 
Bulgaiia'a rearmament. 

Dr. Milan Stoyadlnovitch, Pre¬ 
mier and I'oreign Minlater of 
Jugoalavia. aaid the principle of 
an underatanding had been 
reached with Hungary alao on 
bilateral nonaggreaalon pacta and 
minority problem deiatla which 
would be negotiated between 
Hungary and the three nationa 
Individually. 

Conteraatlona on Danubian 
navigation, hr aald. would be 
dlacuaard In Belgrade "in the 
fall.” 

A formal communique ex 
prraaed aatlafartlon of Improve 
ment of the International altua 
tion in Europe, particularly be 
tween the Little Entente coun- 
trlea and their neighbora. 

The communique contained 
refrrencea to the League of .\a- 
tiona which obacrvera conaldered 
alightly critical, but there wax 
no Indication the atatea contem¬ 
plated a break with the League.

dom to farm, with the hope of im- 
pro\Tment In security of tenure 
j and possibly an Improvement In 
the incomes of working farmers.** 

l..andIords were taking more In¬ 
terest tn the management of the 
land.
